We thought that this scheme had. been 
knocked on the head. Chinese tnbour will 
not‘be welcomed in the South African gold- 
fields, any more than it was in California 
and Australia, and is not likely to be long 
permitted peaceably. The black Inbouring 
population will soon be up in arms against 
plodding John Chinumaz, as typified in the 
Chinese winer. .Nor will be be entirely 
welcome tothe British and Boer populations. 
Where the Indian immigrant. has failed to. 
ingratinte himself, it is highly improbable 
that. the Chinese, so mack.more aggressive 
and pushing, will ba found more acceptable, 
and it cannot be doubted that their intro- 
Auction is likely to provea highly disturbing 
clement. It is-to be regretted that they 
‘should have been encouraged to try their 
. luck-im a Jand at once. 30. distant from, 
the Central Kingdom and so unlike it 
in the ‘gineral conditions under which 
the masses live. |. It cis. stated . that 
the agreement under which the Chinese

stipulates that: they shall live saparately

As .we 
have always 3aid, there are special fields 
where Chinese labour is most accoptable 
ond where the .coolie thrives exceedingly ; 
but it is a mistake-for him to go so far 
afiold ns South Africa, where there is a 
large aboriginal coloured population, and 
whera his labour also may come into com- 
petition with that of the Caucasian sottlars. 
Whilst the labour market is bad!y supplied 
the competition will not be-felt, but so soon 
as the supply becomes in excess of, or even

The rest decided ut tho last momtnt to 
make the journey to Fonlainebloau—a magui- 
ficont placo--by rail, in time for the great 
banquet. Tho competitors were attired in 
rainbow costumes, some being positively 
fentastic, not to cay ridiculously drevaed for 
the ocension. One walker hud a white night- 
cap on bis head, nod had. draped himself in 
towels, Another had a wonderfully tall hat, 
and huge collar and tie, which wero not fit for 
much by the time ho arrived st the journey’s 
end, the intense heat having taken the starch out 
of both; at least-perapivation did so. As soon an

Alavantic was arrosted for attempting to 
obtain possession of. tho guard-house. and 
oustom-houso at the frontier town of 
Bhabatz, This man, prior to being shot by the 
Commandant of the Gerdarmerie at, Shabats, 
doclsred that he was morcly on emissary of 
Peter Karagoorgevitch, Tho assassination of 
Michael in 1869 did not put tho elder Kara- 
georgeritch on the throne, the murdered ruler 
being sucoseded by his cousin, the Inte King 
Milan, ‘The later and more wholesale atrocity 
which now holds Europo appalled, seems to havo 
effected its purpose in bringing the Kura- 
georgevitebs back to the throne of Sorvis. 
Tho Kavageorgevitchs aro the descondonts , of 
Terni George, Ze, Black’ George, which is in 
Tatkish Kara George; ond Karageorgoviteh 
means literally tho son of Black George. The 
original Black George drove the Ty rks ont of 
Servia aftor mauy futile but dosperate: efforts, 
but thoy reconquered the conatry in 1813 whon 
George fled to ‘Austria, During his abseace 
Milosh Obrenovitcl, a peasant by birth, bunt 
withal “The Liberator of Servin,” became 
loader of the people, and when Geerge returned 
to the country for which he bad fought so 
long, and at ono time , succersfully 


. Milosh had him promptly and troacherously 


wurdored. Wheu the Liberator was compelled 
to abdicate hig rulo: in 1839—nine years after 
his election as Princo—he was succeeded by bis 
son Milan, who died soon, and was in turn 
eucceeded by his younger brother Michael, who 
subsequently ubdicnted. This was the sume 
Michael who afterwards returned to the throne 
aud got wurdered, Lt wes on his abdication 
that. the Sorviens elected Alexander 
Karageorgevitch—the son of their original 
leader—who: reiguea for seventeyn youre 
but was compelled to abdicate, in 1859, 
when’ the fickle Serbs recalled their old 
Liberator, Milosh—then o doddoring old man 
and pout him back on the throne ho had 
originally. wrested from the Turk, He. only 
survived a year however, and, upon his death 
the throne raverted back to bis son, tho same 
Princo Michael who had obilicated it nearly o 
score of years earlier, He was assassinated in 
1869, ng sot forth above, and thus it came abont 
that the Obrenovitchs and the Karagoorge- 
vitchs became even with eich othor in tho 
matter of inter-family murders.—Struits Times
